Chicago , May 15.—“ The g overnm ent of 
the U nited Sta tes is a politica l, not a busi­ 
ness m a chine,” said A ssista nt Postm a ster 
General Clarkson, in reply to a question 
on civil service reform put to him by a re 
porter as he sat in his r» >om at the Audi 
torium hotel. 
"I know tha t there is a gen 
eral belief that the reverse is true," the 
m ost pra ctica l politicia n of Ha rrison’s a d­ 
m inistra tion continued, after a m om ent’s 
reflection. 
“ But the belief is incorrect. 
To my mind were it true it would t>e one 
of the worst thing s tha t could happen to 
our g overnm ent. 
The g enius of oa r polit 
ica l progress lies in^ the a ctive interest 
ta ken in our g overnm ent by the people.

“ Tha t this interest should be kept a live 
and aroused to an even g rea ter extent than 
at present 
is m ost 
essentia l. 
Kssay- 
ists who enjoy form ula ting theories tor an 
ideal g overnm ent a dm it tha t their cher 
ished system can com e only throug h the 
politica l a ctivity of the people. 
Now, to 
keep the people a ctive court m ust 1 e rn tde 
to their personal, individua l interest.

them consider tha t there is not only public, 
but personal a dva nta g e to be gained.

w ill be rewarded.”

c in be taken into a prohibition State when 
it is put up in original packages, has in it, 
the decision not the whisky, some very 
remarkable propositions 
In the first 
place it is one of the strongest positions 
ever taken by any court in favor of al­ 
most completely wiping o« t all show of 
any thing looking towards State'« rights. 
That is not all. 
Chief J ustice Fuller, who 
wrote the decision, it is said, and J ustice 
Lamar, who was one of the strongest ad­ 
vocates of the mt a-ure, have both all 
taeir adult lives been believers in State s 
Rights. 
Indeed Mr. Lamar turned traitor 
to his government and fought to destroy 
the nation, ULtler a pretext that his State 
was deprived of certain rights under the 
constitution and Mr. Fuller approved of 
Lamar’s course in that respect and now 
both join in a decision which is. without 
doubt, the most extreme and radical posi 
lion ever taken by any men called to in­ 
terpret the constitution, towards absorp­ 
tion of State authority iu the general 
Government. 
It has heretofore been held 
by the Supreme court that States have 
c unplete police powers but this recent 
d cision that whisky in original packages 
can not be touched by State authority 
completely knocks out that idea 
Another feature of this decision which 
again 
illustiates 
that the “ best laid 
schemes of mice and men ga ng aft a-gtey,” 
is the fact that had it not been for the 
Prohibition party this blow could never 
have been 
struck at prohibition. 
St 
J ohn. Mrs. Gougar and company turned 
In ami assisted to elect Cleveland Presi­
